Scarcely a day dawns on this truly mag- 
nificent country that does notlarniBhsomo 
fresh incident illuatrative of tiie impor- 
toDOo of a complete revoluiion 
in the mode of doaliog vitlx tlie 
pnbUe lftnds of tbe colony. Hitherto wo 
have lioen hindered by the anli^uated 
herseiOB of Downing street from adopt* 
ing Buoh a thoroughly liberal land sys- 
icm as might reasonably be expected to 
attract and retain that class of popula- 
tioa tho country most needs, la this 
respect a cbango from Downing Btregt 
to Ottawa could not but have been a 
cbango for tlie better ; for tbo pooplo of 
Canadu having long fainca got bravely 
over those old logy notions about land 
engrafted npon that oonntry, acdor tho 
earlier diija of colonial office domina- 
tion, are prepared to deal with all snch 
matters in a spirit of euligbtODcd libor^ 
olity and true progrcssiou. But tho 
eapremo control of tbo public luods of 
British Columbia has uot been trauslcrr-i 
ed from Downing alroet to Ottavu; but 
from Downing street to British Columbia, 
Tested in its own people, ub emintutly 
proper, Tbo people uuw poeHosa Uio 
full power, ou llieai dovolvea tho high 
responsibility of dealing with tbo public 
lands of U113 PttciQc Province, and wo 
feel that in tbe manner in Vfhioh that im- 
portant power is exoroieed mast largely 
depend tbo profperitj of thg country. 
It is aconeciODBuess of tbiatbat occub- 
ions a feeling of impationco to boo tbo 
now maehiuery eci in motion and a new 
and thoroughly liberal land systcnoj 
vith its necessary adjunct,a well digested 
aud practical scheme of coionizatloD,in- 
angrated. Scarcely a Bteamer arrives at 
our wharves that docB not bring tbooo 
•who are in search of boiucf, and tbcre 
are not infrequently tlioso amongsL them 
who aro acting in that capacity for 
others, who in some instaooes, represent 
scores end oven bandreda of familioB 
desirous of finding homes on this coast. 
And -.vbatis tbo reetiU ? Tboso viijitors 
are charmed with the climaio and favor- 
ably improased with tbe prciHamed 
prospects and resources of tbo couritry ; 
but they can find no ono apparently 
interested in their case, or authorised to 
aid them in their cntarpriso. They find 
everything in a chaotic stute, and they 
aro compelled to torn their backs upon li 
colony ibey would lain make iheir home, 
and) in many casep, stoli u home under 
B foreign flag I -Kay, they aro somt- 
times met on onr very wharves by ilio 
agents of a foreign country who hold 
out inducements to them which are 
strangely absent here. Every week 
that this condition of things eontinoce 
inflicts serioUB loss upon British Colooi- 
bia, and it is most earnestly to bo wish* 
ed that no time may bo lost nnder the 
now dihpensniion in ory inizing the necos- 
sary machineiy with wbicb to work a 
department underljiog all ussnred 
prosperity. The tendency ol popnlti- 
tion is now westward, and it beliooves 
Brititb Columbia to pal forth an 
earnest and intelligent oflbrt to secure 
her share.
